Buch proposals, when transmitted to the Eccrotary of Defense, 
will be recommended for approval. Any such proresal vail 
become a Department of Defense space cuvelopment program 
or project only upon specific approval by t:o Secretary of 


' Defense or. the Deputy Secretary of Defense. 


Research, devalopment, test, and engineering of Depart- 
ment of Defense space development programs or projects, 
which are approved hereafter, will be the responsibility 
of the Department of the Air Force.
